Rocky Hedges, Now Doubts 
Higher Drinking Age Good

ALBANY, N.Y. 
(AP) - Gov. 
Rockefeller apparently has had a 
change of heart on the question of 
raising the state’s drinking age 
from 18 to 21. He now says it may 
not be a good idea. 
A year ago. Rockefeller told the 
annual legislative seminar of the 
State Council of Churches, a Prot­ 
estant group, that he was "very 
sympathetic” to the council’s re­ 
quest to raise the drinking age. 
Rockefeller, a Baptist who oc­ 
casionally drinks wine or beer but 
not liquor, told the same group 
Monday that 
he 
is 
"not 
con­ 
vinced" it would be desirable to 
change the law. 
When 
a 
sem inar 
participant 
asked what the outlook was for a 
change 
this 
year, 
Rockefeller 
pointed out that a joint legisla­ 
tive committee that studied the 
question had 
not 
recommended 
raising the drinking age. 
"As a result," he said, "my 
opinion is that the law will not be 
changed." 
Another 
participant 
pressed 


Rockefeller to state his “personal 
view” on tho basic issue. The gov­ 
ernor hesitated, then replied: 
"Frankly. I am not convinced 
myself as yet that we’re going to 
achieve what people think by rais­ 
ing the age." 
He added that his view of the 
m atter was not as clear in his 
own mind as it might be. 
The Joint Legislative Commit­ 
tee to Study the Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control Law recommended 
a system of identification cards 
for New York residents between 
18 and 21. Out-of-state residents 
under 21, with tho exception of 
students attending colleges here 
arid servicemen stationed in New 
York State, would not be eligible 
for cards. 
The plan was designed to meet 
object ions of neighboring states, 
which have complained that their 
teen-agers come to New York to 
take advantage of the lower drink­ 
ing age and often get Into acci­ 
dents driving bade. 
The committee’s proposal has 
been received cooly by the Legis­ 
lature’s Republican leaders, Pros­ 
pects of adoption appear siam.

thruway Billboard Problem 
Answer Up to Legislature 


ALBANY, N.Y. (A P)-T he State 
Legislature was faced today with 
the problem of attempting to re­ 
solve a dispute over the location 
of billboards along the State Thru­ 
way. 
The Joint Legislative Commit­ 
tee 
on 
the 
State's 
Economy 
recommended 
Monday 
that 
the 
hundreds of billboards now stand­ 
ing more than 500 feet but less 
than 660 feet from the superhigh­ 
way be allowed to remain. 
The 
Thruway 
Authority 
has 
been trying through court orders 
to have the advertising signs re­ 
moved. 
State law originally prohibited 
billboards within 500 feet of the 
right-of-way. The limit was ex­ 
tended to 660 feet, however, and 
signs between 500 and 660 fen 
from the Thruway became illegal. 


An authority spokesman, com­ 
menting on the committee pro­ 
posal, said a study of accident 
reports si lowed that a consider­ 
able number of accidents on the 
Thruway were caused by inatten­ 
tion of drivers. Billboards played 
a role in causing the inattention, 
he said. 
The committee’s recommenda­ 
tion would apply only to billboaids 
now in place. New billboards with­ 
in 660 feet of the roadway still 
would be baned. 
The committee, headed by As­ 
semblyman Donald A. Campbell, 
R-Montgome 17, also recommend­ 
ed that biliboiards be prohibited 
within 660 feet of control!ed-ac- 
cess state highways. The restric­ 
tion now applies only to Interstate 
highways and the Thruway.

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LINCOLN’S WORDS LIVE ON 
This year marks the centenary of the 
crucial year of the Civil War—1863—the 
year which saw the long-awaited Emanci­ 
pation Proclamation and the decisive bat­ 
tles of Gettysburg, Vicksburg and Mission­ 
ary Ridge. 
Lincoln’s Birthday will be somewhat 
overshadowed by observances of these and 
other events that took place a hundred 
years ago. One of the greatest of these, in 
human, not military terms, was Lincoln’s 
address at the battlefield at Gettysburg on 
Nov. 19, 1863. It may not be amiss to an­ 
ticipate this observance and to recall some 
of Lincoln’s immortal words as we note 
the 154th anniversary of his birthday. 
The address, a masterpiece of the Eng­ 
lish language, contains a mere 260 words, 
yet ten times that number could not have 
expressed more, could not have more elo­ 
quently summed up the immense human 
struggle the nation was engaged in at that 
time. 
Senator Edward Everett, one of the out­ 
standing orators of the day, who preceded 
Lincoln on the platform and spoke for two 
hours, later wrote to Lincoln: “I should be 
glad if I could flatter myself that I came as 
near the central idea of the occasion in two 
hours as you did in two minutes.” 
Every schoolboy knows the opening 
words: ‘‘Fourscore and seven years ago .. 
But it is the closing words that speak di­ 
rectly to each new generation of Ameri­ 
cans: 
. . we here highly resolve that these 
dead shall not have died in vain— that this 
nation, under God, shall have a new birth 
of freedom—and that government of the 
people, by the people, for the people, shall 
no perish from the earth.” 
Too often, too many of as tend to think 
that government exists solely for the peo­ 
ple, forgetting that unless it is represen­ 
tative of all citizens and regulated by the 
people in their capacity as voters, it be­ 
comes a tyranny for the benefit of the few. 
But the IOO years that have passed since 
that darkest-brightest year in the history of 
the Union are good proof that the high re­ 
solve announced by Lincoln at Gettysburg 
has been kept by the majority of his heirs. 
The nation passed through a great crisis 
a few' months ago. It will not be the last, 
as far as any man can peer into the future. 
Let as, on this day set aside in the name 
of Lincoln, rededicate ourselves to that 
great “unfinished work,” which is the cause 
of human freedom.

This business of cutting our own 
throats 
ideologically 
speaking 
by 
financing 
prouncial 
socialism began a couple of years ago, when the 
local governm ent of B ritish Columbia grabbed the 
properties of the British Columbia Power Com­ 
pany at a price that was well below the m arket. 
In spite of this assault on equity and the princi­ 
ples of the free m arket, tho British Columbia 
governm ent has had no difficulty in selling its 
State bonds to the tune of $25 million through 
underw riters in the United States. And in addition 
to expropriating the local private power interests, 
the B ritish Columbia governm ent went into the 
ferry business in competition with commercial 
fe rric 
The success of Bitish Columbia in its power 
take-over venture probably encouraged the Que­ 
bec pro\incial governm ent at the Atlantic end of 
Canada to make its own recent assault on eleven 
privately owned hydroelectric companies. A fter 
his election last November on a take-over plat­ 
form. Quebec prem ier Jean Lesage offered the 
eleven companies a total of $604 million for their 
stock. One of the bigger companies, Shawinigan 
W ater and Power, was told that it could have 
$30 for each of surrendered st">ck, with owners 
granted permission to reacquire assets "other 
than electric” at $5 a share. Though the offer was 
fairness itself when compared to the price paid 
to the private investors in British Columbia. It 
still seemed a little under true w orth to the di­ 
rectors of the Shawinigan comoany. A professional 
engineering company in M ontreal, working in con­ 
junction with ihe U. S firm of Stone and W ebster, 
made an audit of Shaw iniean's property, and 
reached the conclusion th at it was worth $10 per 
share at present reproductive values. But the 
Quebec governm ent said its offer was not negoti­ 
able, 
It is. of course, no business of United States 
citizens to tell the Quebec government what 
it should do. Since eighty per cent of the owners 
of Shawinigan live in Canada (with fifty per cent 
of ihem domiciled in Quebec), the proposed take­ 
over is an in terral Canadian affair. Even so. it 
might be pointed out that the argum ent for t a k e - 
over presented by Quebec’s National Resources 
M inister Rene Levesque seems pretty fishy. lo o k ­ 
ing at the record of public ownership in neighbor­ 
ing Ontario. Monsieur Levesque avers that the 
O ntario governm ent has been saving the power 
consum er monev bv giving him electric current 
that is not subject to Federal taxation 
T nie 
enough, the private power companies in Quebec 
have, in a m anner of sneaking, been "subsidizing” 
the Canadian federal government by paving taxes 
which O ntario has not had to pay. But wbv. so 
the Shawinigan owners wish to know, should 
their company be grabbed simply because O ttaw a 
bas been letting the province of Ontario get away 
with an inequitable special privilege? If there are 
no private power companies to tax. other sources 
of revenue w’ill have to be found 
and Quebec will 
have to shoulder a share of the burden. 
For U. S. citizens Canadian moth ids of rais­ 
ing taxes are an academ ic m atter. But it is not 
academic when the Quebec government, to nay 
for its take-over of the eleven power companies, 
proposes that U. S financial institutions put un 
tho money. This, of course is w hat has happened 
Just last week representatives of the Quebec 
Hydro-Electric Commission returned home fr*m 
a trip to Wall Street wearing satisfied smiles. 
They had succeeded in selling $300 million worth 
of bonds to U. S. bankers and insuranee com­ 
panies. right at the tim e when the Canadian has­ 
sle over our "interference” in O ttaw a’s internal 
affairs was coming to a head

FOAMING DETERGENTS 
There are recurrent indicat ions that the 
problems caused by detergent foam in 
water supplies and in sewage are serious 
and will become more so. The need for im­ 
provement, either through legislation or 
through voluntary action by the detergent 
manufacturers, is more and more plain. 
The trouble Is caused by the fact that 
some detergents produce an enormous 
quantity of suds which are difficult or im­ 
possible to reduce. This foam collects in 
great masses in sewage disposal plants, for 
example; it may blow' into populated areas 
or even caase traffic accidents. The foam 
also seeps into the ground and shows up in 
commmunity water supplies. In some places, 
water occasionally foams as it comes out 
of the tap. Although the effect on health is 
not yet fully known, the presence of deter­ 
gent in drinking water is not recommended. 
Not all detergents cause such trouble. 
Some are, as the chemists put it, “degrad­ 
able”—that is, they produce little foam, or 
their suds can easily be reduced. It may be 
that manufacturers could confine them* 


A Sedentary Life 
Can Cause Backache

Q— W hat I* sacroiliac discase? What causes it 
and how does it affect you? Is there any cu re’ 
A—Till* sacroiliac joint is at the lower end of 
the spinal column. Sprains in this region are com­ 
mon and very painful. Many people think th at 
pain in the lower back is caused by discased kid­ 
neys but we know now that it is due to a sudden 
wrenching or a chronic strain on the ligam ents 
attached to the lower spine. A sudden sharp pain 
may be due to lifting a heavy object by using the 
back muscles rather than the leg and hip muscles. 
The gradually developing backache may he 
due to weakness of the abdominal and back 
muscle* caused by a generally sedentary life or 
by faulty posture, f aulty posture while walking 
is common in women who wear high heeled shoes, 
especially lf they change from one height to an­ 
other with different activities. 
Faulty posture while sleeping is due to sagging 
springs or m attress. Your doctor should determ ine 
the cause in your case. W hen the condition is 
acute it may be necessary to spend two or three 
days in bed. Aspirin or other pain-relieving drugs 
and the use of a heating pad may give some relief. 
When the acute stage is over, corrective exercises 
and oth'*r measures aimed at removing the cause 
should be used. 
q —Recently as I was painting, I hung the paint 
bucket over the middle finger of my left hand. 
A fter holding it that way for about 3 0 m inutes I 
found that my finger was numb. A lter 16 days it 
is still numb. Can anything be done for this? 
A—This I* a perfect example of a case where 
the best treatm ent is prevention. W hat you have 
incurred is a pressure paralysis. You will probably 
recover, but the more severe the paralysis, the 
longer it takes to recover. Tn some rases this may 
take several months. Electrical stim ulation may 
help to speed recovery. 
Cf— My d rn-tor says I have sarcoidosis. W hat 
exactly, is it? 
A—Sarcoidosis is a chronic process that mav 
affect any part of the body. The cause is not known 
but recent studies suggest that it may he due to 
the inhalation of the pine pollen or dust from pea­ 
nut hulls. 
In the skin and liimph nodes It ca nae# a 
lumpy thickening. Healing is slow. The lump# 
appear gradually aud may persist for several 
months. They are painless and tin not Itch. 
Although the d isease r esem b les tuberculosis, it 
has been shown not to he due to the tubercle 
baciliis. 
As some of the lumps heal others usually form. 
The danger therefore lies in the fact that one of 
the vital organs may become involved.

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Archbishop Free, 
Rome-Kremlin 
Tension Is Easing 


VATICAN CITY (AP)—The re­ 
lease 
of 
Ukrainian 
Archbishop 
Josyf Slipyi — pronounced Yo-sif 
Slee-pee — after 18 years of Soviet 
imprisonment underlines a m ajor 
shift in relations between the Vat­ 
ican and the Communist world. 
The change, under way for at 
least for months, by no means 
spells the end of tension between 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Kremlin, but sights of definite 
improvement are in the air. 
Pope John XXIII received Arch­ 
bishop Slipyi, 70-year-old metro­ 
politan of Lwow for Ukrainian-rite 
Catholics, in private audience a 
few hours after his return to free­ 
dom. 
The archbishop had not been 
heard from for years. There had 
been reports that he was dead. 
Vatican officials reported that the 
pontiff wept with joy. 
It was not disclosed when the 
archbishop was freed or why. 
Vatican circles speculated that 
Moscow was making an open ges­ 
ture of conciliation to the Church 
and said they consider it likely 
that the Soviet satellites will fol­ 
low the Kremlin's lead and re­ 
lease 
other 
imprisoned 
church­ 
men. 
Moscow's move was the latest 
in a series of gestures indicating 
a softer line toward the Church. 
It began with the first session of 
the 
Ecumenical 
Council, 
which 
opened Oct. ll. At the last min­ 
ute several bishops from satellite 
countries showed up. For most. 
it was their first contact with the 
Vatican since the end of World 
War II. 
Two observers from the Russian 
Orthodox Church came from the 
Soviet Union. It was that church's 
first official dealing with Roman 
Catholicism in nine centuries. 
Pope John and Premier Khrush­ 
chev exchanged New Year’s greet­ 
ings this year for the first time.
